THE BARNSTABLE PATRIOT 


MAJ. SYLVANUS B. PHINNEY FOUND- 
ED BARNSTABLE PATRIOT 
IN 1830 


Major Sylvanus Bourne Phinney was 
the man who had the courage and fore- 
Sight in the days when American jour- 
nalism was in its infancy and its future 
very much in doubt, to establish the 
Barnstable Patriot which is still flourish- 
ing today after 112 years of serving Cape 
Cod as its leading weekly newspaper. He 
was a printer by occupation and had 
served a term of apprenticeship with 
Hon. Nathan Hale of the Old Boston 
Daily Advertiser, now published as a 
tabloid without a vestige of its former 
State remaining. 


Major Phinney was born in Barnstable, 
Oct. 27, 1808, in a house now occupied 
by the Sturgis Library. All his early life 
was spent in Barnstable and he received 
his education in the public schools of that 
time. 


When but a small boy he experienced 
an adventure such as few ever had— 
namely being captured by the British 
and escaping without a long term of im- 
prisonment. This was during the War 
of 1812 when shortly before the close of 
that war, he with his father, was a pas- 
senger on a packet plying between Bos- 
ton and Barnstable. The British frigate, 
Nymph, fired on the packet while the 
boat was in Massachusetts Bay after- 
wards boarding it and taking prisoners 
of all on board and burning the boat with 
its cargo. 


When he had attained an age that per- 
mitted him to leave home, he went to 
Boston and served a term in the Adver- 
tiser’s officer which gave him the needed 
training after which he took charge of 
the office of the Barnstable Journal, the 
first number of which was printed by 
N. S. Simpkins on October 10, 1828. He 
remained there until he established the 
Patriot, the first number of which ap- 
peared June 26, 1830, when he was less 
than 22 years old. 


In the course of time he had driven 
the older paper out of existence. For 40 
years he continued at the helm of the 
Patriot using its great influence to bene- 
fit the state, Cape Cod and Barnstable, 
as he saw the light. 


Aside from his work as a newspaper 
man he was able to devote much time to 
other things such as the local banks, be- 
ing for 17 years president, and for 25 
years a director of the Hyannis National 
and Yarmouth banks, for many years he 
was, secretary. of the Barnstable Savings 
Institution and in 1870 he was made presi- 
dent of the Hyannis Savings bank. 


At the age of 22 he was commissioned 
a major in the first regiment, Massachu- 
setts militia, serving in this capacity in 
the regimental reviews at Sandwich and 
and Falmouth in 1832 and 1838. 


Mr. Phinney represented Chatham in 
the constitutional convention of 1853 and 
was the Democratic candidate for Con- 
gress and councillor from the first dis- 
trict, representing this district at the 
Democratic national conventions of 1844, 
1854 and 1856, and received a majority 
of the votes in the Senate for councillor. 
In 1882 he received 9,922 votes for coun- 
cillor. 


President Polk appointed him collector 
for the port of Barnstable and he con- 
tinued in that office under Presidents 
Pierce and Buchanan, retiring in 1861. 
During that time he was instrumental in 
securing from Congress an appropriation 
of $30,000 for the Barnstable post office 
and custom house, also raising by sub- 
Scription sufficient funds for the pur- 
chase of the grounds of the Barnstable 
County Agricultural Society and _ for 
building Agricultural Hall. He was for 
some years the president of the society 
and represented it for 12 years before 
the state board of agriculture. 


It required great courage on the part 
of Major Phinney to establish the Barn- 
stable Patriot as the population was scat- 
tered, means of communication uncer- 
tain and the people by no means wealthy 
and not accustomed to newspaper read- 
ing. Again there was no real advertising 
patronage for the support of the paper, 
which in those days was considered more 
as the mouthpiece of the editor than a 
news medium. News” gathering was 
almost unknown. There were no tele- 
phones or post office service as we know 
it today, skilled printers were very 
Scarce and presses were decidedly crude 
and slow while paper was very expensive 
and hard to obtain.

DUNKIRK, SYMBOL OF COURAGE 


History has never recorded a more. 
magnificent episode than Dunkirk. It has 
become a symbol of man’s indomitable 
courage in the face of almost overwhelm- 
ing odds. The bitter battle of the beaches, 
the brilliant performance of the R. A. F. 
in securing control of the skies overhead 
and the tireless work of the Royal Navy 
have been widely written about and pic- 
tured. One phase of that gigantic opera- 
tion has been less publicized. This was 
the exploit of the base fleet of small 
yachts and boats of every description, 
manned by average, everyday English- 
men, in which they crossed the turbulent 
channel to rescue thousands of their 
brothers, sons and fathers. 


Civilian Navy 
When the Dunkirk evacuation was or- 
dered, men of all social position and 
trades, most of them too old or too young 
for the services, manned their cockle- 
shell civilian navy and did their bit. It 
was no less spectacular, and produced

courage as rare and heroes as daring as 
those who fought at Dunkirk. The Dun- 
kirk rescue from the standpoint of the 
average Englishman is one of the most 
exciting and thrilling sequences pictured 
in “Mrs. Miniver’ now playing at the 
Cape Cinema. 

Arthur Wimperis, who collaborated with 
James Hilton in writing the screen play 
of “Mrs. Miniver’ was in London at the 
time of Dunkirk. He not only witnessed 
the departure and return from Dunkirk 
of men from his own village, but was in 
London during the now famous Septem- 
ber blitz, which failed. 

In setting the scene for “Mrs. Miniver’”’ 
adapted from Jan Struther’s best-seller, 
Wimperis selected background and _ in- 
cidents from his own experience for the 
film. The story is that of an average Eng- 
lish family, living in a village near Lon- 
don, and the part played in the war by 
the villagers.

Wimpersis used his own village as the 
key setting and the Miniver home, like 
his own, was located on the banks of the 
Thames that literally hundreds of small 
boats set out from to aid in the Dunkirk 
evacuation.

It reverses the usual 
war film by recording, instead, the cour- 
age and bravery of the civilian, carrying 
on despite air raids, and points up the 
importance of civilian morale to a na- 
tion’s strength in modern warfare, which 
has been brought to the very doorsteps 
of the average family.
